Thirdly, It is cleared in this diſcourſe,that thoſe who 
have gotten to be powers ( though by force )yet ought 
to give juſtice to thoſe whoſe Goverment they 
have undertaken, And againe, That the people may 
lawfully demand it. Bur is it poſſible that one or a few 
perſons in ſupreme power can diſtribute juſtice to a 
whole Nation without ſubordinate Agents? So that to 
ſay, None may lawfully Actunder the ſupreme power 
in diſtributing of Juſtice, and Government, were to 
ſay upon the matter, That he ſhould give no ju- 
ſtice, and that the people ſhould have no juſtice at all. 
And then how abſurd is it to teach that the people 
may lawfully ſeeke juſtice of him, which they cannot 
receive? and that he is bound to give juſtice, but none 
are allowed by whom he may give 1t?
